Indefinitely Postponed 
by Senate Action. 


BY ROBERT H. WILSON. 

Passage of an amendment to the 
constitution authorizing an income 
tax, defeat of another amendment to 
increase the poll tax, and indefinite 
postponement of the crime commis- 
sion’s criminal procedure bill marked 
a long and busy session of the state 
senate Wednesday. 

By vote of 42 to 
passed the Lankford constitutional 
amendment autherizing the Georgia 
legislature to levy an income tax for 
state purposes. As an amendment to 
the constitution the bill will be trans- 
ferred to the house of representatives 
and if passed there by the requisite 
two-thirds majority will be submitted 
to popular referendum. 

Assessment Power. 

Senator Lankford’s measure does 
not levy any tax but merely gives 
the assembly power to assess incomes, 
It limits the rate of such taxes at 
5 per cent, and provides specifi- 
cally that the revenue shall be used 
for state purposes. An amendment 
to the measure offered by Senator 
Tyson would have allowed allocation 
of some of the funds to counties, but 
was defeated by vote of the house, 
30-15. 

Debate over the income tax amend- 
ment consumed almost an heur of the 
senate s session. Among its support- 
ers who took the floor during the dis- 
cussion were Senator Lankford, the 
author; President Neill and Seuator 
George Goode, who was a member of 
the governor's special tax commission. 

Review Prepeosals, ; 

President Neill reviewed numerous 

proposals for an income tax amend- 


ment which have previously met de- 
feat in the general assembly. He be- 
lieved that passage of such an amend- 
mnt and of an act levying the tax 
was “at the root of tax reform in 
Georgia.” Senator Goode declared 
that the bill was entirely in harmony 
with the recommendations of the tax 
commission. He stood solidly behind 
the motion for its passage. 

One of the few who opposed the 
bill was Senator Shelby Myrick who 
said he “refused to vote for any in- 
come tax measure until the state ad 
valorem tax has been removed.” He 
was of the opinion that if any in- 
come tax were passed while the prop- 
erty tax was in effect, need for the

Hix Carried Revolver 
and Had Often Threat- 
ened His.Life. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 7.—(/)— 
Dr. James H. Snook followed his wife 
and his aged mother to the witness 
stand today in his trial for first de- 
gree murder and related before the 
jury and a curious crowd of specta- 
tors an unruffled story of his illicit 
love affair with Miss Theora K. Hix, 
Ohio State university co-ed, whom he 
killed last June, 

The former Ohio State veterinary 
professor occupied the stand most of 
the day under the steady gaze of some 
300 persons who had battled their 
way into the courtroom. 

At adjournment time the defend- 
ant’s account of his relationship with 
Miss Hix and the quarrel that ended 
in her death had not reached the point 
of an explanation of what occurred at 
the rifle range but he had laid the 
foundation for his plea of self-defense. 

Indulged in Narcotics. 

He testified that the young co-ed to 
whom he referred very formally as 
“Miss Hix” had induced him to take 


excitant narcotics with her and a few 
months before her death had become 
quarrelsome apd disagreeable. 

On several oceasions she threatened 
to shoot him, he testified. At other 
times she angered him by mingling in 
his personal and business affairs and 
making threats against his wife and 
baby when he reprimanded her. 

Twice during the last few months 
of their three-year affair Dr. Snook 
said he had observed his young para- 
mour carrying in her purse the 
caliber derringer he had given 
nearly two years before. 

The pistol will figure again in Dr. 
Snook‘s testimony. . He claims the 
co-ed ‘threatened him and reached for 
her purse the night of their final visit 
to the rifle range and that he beat her 
and then cut her throat because he 
thought she was reaching for the gun. 

Kisses His Wife. 

As Dr. Snook entered the court- 
room this morning Mrs. Helen M. 
Snook, his wife, and the mother of his 
2-year-old baby girl, was seated at 
the defense counsel table, ready to 
testify in his behalf. He extended 
rH arms to her and kissed her on the 
ips. 

Mrs. Snook tried vainly to hold 
back her tears when Defense Attorney 
E. O. Ricketts questioned her. 

“Did you know, or did you ever see 
— Hix?” asked Attorney Rick- 
etts 

“I never did,” she responded. 

Mrs. Snook testified that her hus- 
band’s mental attitude had changed in

Killer Anxious for Friends 


COURT ORDER DENIES WITNESSES AT EVENT | :: 


To Be Present at Hanging 


Miami, Fla., August 7.—(4)—James 
Horace Alderman, sentenced to*hang 
at Fort Lauderdale August 17 for the 
murder of two United States coast 
guardsmen and a secret service opera- 
tive wants his friends to witness his 
execution. 

Alderman told officers today that 


“it’s my personal hanging and I want 
to invite my friends to it.” 

Two years ago teday a coast guard 
patrol boat was captured by Alderman 
and Robert Weech about 35 miles off 
fort Lauderdale and the guardsmen 
and secret service agent were killed 
in their attempt to recover their craft. 
This escapade gave Alderman the title 
of “liquor pirate” along the coast. 

Alderman sat in his cell today read- 
ing the Bible, memorizing verses of 
Scripture and named a number of 
friends he wanted at the hanging. 

The sheriff of Broward county, the 
deputy United States marshal, a 
spiritual adviser and a physician will 
be the only ones to witness the execu- 
tion if an order of Judge Halsted L.

GENERAL TAX BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Defeat of Peterson Act Is 
Reconsidered and Meas- 
ure Placed at Foot of 
Calendar. 


—— 


After voting to reconsider its ac- 
tion in defeating the Peterson bill 
providing for a tax of two per cent on 
gross revenue of public utility com- 
panies, the house of representatives 
Wednesdav. afternoon took up and 
passed, with amendments, the general 
tax act. 

As amended, the house adopted the 
general tax act without a dissenting 
vote. It is expected that the measure 
as amended will produce additional 
revenue aggregating $400,000 annual- 
ly. The bill now will go to the senate. 

Amendments tacked to the bill pro- 
vided a tax of $50 on each filling 
station in a chain over five in nuyum- 
ber; a tax of 10 cents a pound on 
malt syrups, a tax of $5 on each 
gasoline pump in filling stataions not 
belonging to a chain and a tax of $25 
on each truck and trailer in use for 
hire.

f New Primary Measure 


Return to the old principle of rep- 
resentative government is provided in 
the Neill bill passed Tuesday hy the 
senate which brings about consolida- 
tion of the dates of the county and 
presidential primaries, W. Cecil Neill. 
president of the state senate said 
Wednesday. 

“The bill insures full vote and the 
taking care of expenses for the presi- 
dential primary,” ‘Mr. Neill said, “It 
also provides for the election by the 
people of each county their own dele- 
gate to the state presidential cenven- 
tion.” 

Date of Primary. 

The bill definitely fixes the date of 
this primary quadrennially on the sec- 
ond Wednesday in May. in which the 
president of the United States is to be 
elected. 

“Under the present plan of holding 
primaries on definite dates through- 
out the state there is no uniformity 
in the purging of registration lists,” 
Senator Neill said. “A great many 
primaries are held without any purg- 
ing of lists whats. ver. This bill cures 
this defect by providing the closing 
of the lists on the first day of April. 
quadrennially, and provides that the 
registrars must complete the purging 
of the lists 10 days previous to the 
date of the primary on the second 
Wednesday in May.” 

“Another important feature of the 
bill,” the senator added, “is the fixing 
of a certain definite date for the 
qualifications of candidates both in 
county primaries and in state pri- 
maries. In county primaries, which 
rule will also be applicable to can- 
didates for delegates, the time of quali- 
fication is 12 o’clock noon of the 
second Wednesday in July with the 
bill as originally drawn, but with the 
senate amendment, the second Weid- 
nesday in June, which gives 60 days 
before the primary. 

Reference Eliminated. 


“All of the reference to primaries 
for state senator have been elimi- 


nated by the amendment of section 
16, which renders unnecessary the 
adoption of the amendment offered in 


“The committee amendments are 
for the purpose of carrying out rec- 
ommendations of the governor to 
change the date of the primary to 
August,” Senator Neill said, “and an- 
other recommendation of the governor 
is covered by an amendment making 
the second primary. if one be neces- 
sary, two weeks after the primary, in- 
stead of three weeks as at present. 
The bill reserves the right of county 
committees with reference to local 
contests, and the right of appeal te 
the state convention.” 

One feature of the bill which Sena- 
tor Neill sees as serviceable, provides 
very much shorter ballots than usual. 
It is section 25, which provides that 
whenever a candidate has no opposi- 


tion it is not necessary to print the. 


name on the ballot. This, he says, will 
save expenses and endless confusion 
in the marking of ballots.

The geveral assembly already has 
that power granted to it by the con- 
stitution. and no lawyer who could 
distinguish a constitution from a 
loaded hay-truck has any doubt 
about it. 

Why should any wise person want 
to put a purely legislative act into | 
the constitution where it ‘would be- | 
come rigid and have to stand 80 | 
until changed or abolished by an- 
other tediously-wrought amendment? | 
Once in that shape the legislature 
could not vary it as circumstances 
might warrant from time to time. 

As it is the general assembly can 
enact an income tax, which will be 
constitutional, and can be increased, 
diminished, or. repealed, as  subse- 
quent legislatures might find ad- 
visable. That proposed constitution- 
al amendment should be killed out- 
right by the house.

ON GENERAL TAX BILL

will be taken under consideration. 
This bill provides for a classification 
of property for taxation, reduces the 
rate on real estate outside of incor- 
porated cities from five mills to two 
mills and on real estate in cities from 
five mills to three mills. It provides, 
however, new taxes on various kinds 
of personal property § including de- 
posits in banks and money on hand 
and also bills and notes, 

Before taking up the tax measure as 
unfinished business, the house devoted 
some time to consideration of a num- 
ber of miscellaneous resolutions. The 
principal one, by Representative Boy- 
kin, Lineoln, requested the governor, 
under authority of the constitution, 
to have the attorney general appeal 
to the judge of the Fulton county 
superior court to set a date earlier 
than September 7 for the scheduled 
hearing on a pending gasoline’ tax 
injunction suit, so that some action 
might be taken while the assembly is 
in session. 

Tabled Resolutions. 

The resolution, which was eventual- 
ly tabled, had reference to a_ suit 
filed some time ago by the Wofford 
Oil Company, contesting the validity 
of the present allocation of funds 
under the four-cent gasoline tax law, 
and enjoining the comptroller general 
from collecting any tax from the 
Wofford Company until settlement of 
the suit. It was set forth in the 
resolution that the resultant im- 
pounding of certain taxes already col- 
lected from the oil company was detri- 
mental to the interests of the state 
and tended to impede legislative ac- 
tivities of the assembly. 

An amendment offered by Represen- 
tative Slater, Bryan, to the effect that 
“it is the sense of this house that 
the judge should have set an earlier 
date for the hearing,” brought on 
argument which resulted in the final 
vote to table the whole proposition. 
Altbough Representative Boykin term- 
ed the suit “a piece of brazen effront- 
ery on the part of the Wofford Com- 
pany,” and denied the right vf cor- 
porations to obstruct operation of the 
state government, it was the opimion 
of other members that the legislature 
was overstepping its powers in at- 
tempting “to dictate to the judiciary.

northern Rocky Mountain sections. It 
continued dry also in some trans-Mis- 
sissippi states, especially in Missvuri, 
Arkansas and northern Louisiana. 
“On the other hand, good rains ma- 
terially improved the situation over 
a considerable area of the southwest, 
including much of the states of Colo- 
rado, New Mexico, Arizona and Utah.”

Captain Caivoll is a native of 
Union county and served in the con- 
sular service of the United States 
being stationed in South American 
points. 

Others who are formally in the 
race are Hooper Alexander, DeKalb 
representative in the legislature; Mrs. 
George Brown, of Atlanta; Homer 
Watkins, Atlanta lawyer; W. M. 
Hairston, DeKalb county merchant. 
and A. M. Pierce, Atlanta merchant. 

It is expected that many other 
announcements will be made during 
the week. The primary date is set 
for September 11. In_ announcing 
as an “independent candidate,” it is 
expected that Colonel Palmer will 
run in the special election and not 
in the primary.

Washington, August 7.—The im- 
pression made by the senate hearing 
on the sugar tariff is that the sliding 


reale plan now under intent discus- 
sion will hardly prevail. It is offered 
by Senator Smoot in the interest of 
protection against imported sugar. His 
fidelity to the protective principle is 
probably greater than that of any 
other one senator. Nevertheless, Sen- 
Ator Smvot's plan is opposed by some 
of the most important beneficiaries 
of protection. 

f the sugar tariff controversy were 
like other tariff controversies, a simple 
one between two adversaries, the out- 
come mizht be clear. The sugar situa- 
tion, however, is much more compiex. 

For tariff purposes substantially all 
sugar production is divided into two 
groups. One is Cuba, which is a for- 
eign country, and pays duty. The other 
group consists of five separate bene- 
ficiaries of protection, none of whom 
pay duty. These five beneficiaries are 
American producers of beet sugar 
chiefly in the west; American pro- 
ducers of cane sugar chiefly in Louis- 
iana, and our insular possessions, 
Ilawaii, the Philippines and Vorto 
tico. These five have one common in- 
terest in wanting the highest tariff 
they can get against Cuba. At that 
point, however, their unity ceases. 
Among themselves is a complex net- 
work of diverse interests. Their com- 
petitive interests-as against each 
other are more to the front of their 
minds than their common interest 
ogainst Cuba, 

American producers are, for exam- 
ule. eapecially apprehensive about the 
hilippines. A_ tariff arrangement 
whieh would barely enable the Colo- 
rade and Utah producers to live would 
enrich the Philippine producers, where 
labor is extravagantly cheap. Conceiv- 
ably, and quite likely, the Philippines 
would. undersell the American pro- 
ducers, The Vhilippine sugar industry 
might grow to throttle the Amefican 
one, 

Is One Example. 

This is but ove example of the ad- 
verse interests of the tariff benefi- 
‘iaries with respect to ench other. 
These conflicting interests prevent 
them from uniting on what they want 
about the tariff. At the hearing on 
Wednesday the representative of the 
Lonisiana producers hesitated to aec- 
cept the sliding scale, saying he would 
prefer the existing tariff of the old 
MeCumber bill. If even one of the 
beneficinries of the tariff is opposed 
to the sliding seale it can hardly be 
undopted. It will be. opposed in the 
senate by all those who oppose any 
high tariff and these alone are close 
1 half the senate. As a matter of 
fact, the sliding scale is distrusted by 
other beneficiaries of the tariff in 
nildition to Louisiana. 


The hearings this week reveal how 
great is the interest in the sugar 
schedule. In turn, these hearings will 
increase the interest. Every one of 
the 11 republican members of the 
finance committee is present and prac- 
tically all the nine democratic mem- 
bers. The absence of any democratic 
member is sufficiently explained by 
the fact that for some weeks during 
the partial writing of the bill the re- 
publican members have held executive 
ecssions, 

Chairman Smoot sits at the head 
of the table. In the questions he asks 
the very simplicity of his earnestness 
prevents him from being as adroit as 
| he might be in behalf of his own pro}- 
‘ect. Beside Smoot sits the venerable 
Simmons, of North Carolina, soon to 
be 76 years old and 20 years a sen- 
ator, but as alert as the youngest man 
in the room. 

That a man as old as 
mons, and the younger senators as 
well, should spend long and contin- 
uous hours on these sessions during 
a prolonged spell of more than 90- 
degree Washington weather is evi- 
dence of devotion for which senators 
do not always get the credit they 
deserve. 


Search for Light. 


The universal attitude of the com- 
mittee is search for enlightenment 
from members representing the diverse 
sugar interests, Partisanship is lit- 
tle in evidence, though doubtless it 
will appear in the debates on the sen- 
ate floor. 

Curiosity about how the = sliding 
scale would work suggests a handicap 
this new tariff device has. On prin- 
ciple the flexibility of a sliding scale, 
leading to stabilization of price, is in 
harmony with much that is being done 
in other fields in Washington just 
now. Everything depends of course 
on how the sliding scale is geared. 
Literally hundreds of millions are in- 
volved in price differences that a slid- 
ing scale might cause. The very for- 
midableness of the figures, and the 
uncertainty of them, makes senators 
hesitate to make this new tariff ex- 
periment on so huge a scale as sugar 
inevitably involves. 

If the sliding scale is not ac- 
cepted by the senate the question is 
what will be? There is a general con-

Has Unique Position. 


“The United States oceupies a 
unique geographical position, fronting 
on both the Atlantic and Pacific, 
which makes it essential that it be 
able to move a fleet swiftly from one 
ocean to the other to meet any threat 
which may develop off either coast. 

“The Panama canal made such an 
exclusive transfer of forces theoretical- 
ly possible, but at the same time there 
was raised the serious problem of 
guarding the approaches to the canal 
itself. 

“Nicaragua occupies a most stra- 
tegic point in this region of disorder 
and instability and its potential 
canal route makes it a center of inter- 
national interest and rivalry. 


“The state department felt that 
Nicaragua must. never fall under the 
influence of another nation; for the 
military advantages which the United 
States hoped to obtain and hold might 
thereby be threatened and this has 
caused the 
the thankless and expensive role of 
policeman of the Caribbean. 

“This military basis ef our Carib- 
beam policy is one which our offi- 
cials were loath to discuss (for all na- 
tions are secretive abottt their prin- 
ciples of strategy) and they have pre- 
ferred to talk of American lives and 
property. which often have been en- 
dangered, or to speak of helping the 
little brown brother of the tropics. 

Obtained Prize. 

“But the North American govern- 
ment has obtained for itself that 
prize for which other nations have 
fought and schemed for generations— 
the perpetual, exclusive right to build 
a canal across Nicaragua. The past 
few months have seen the authoriza- 
tion by congress of a new survey of 
the Nicaraguau route in preparation 
for a possible construction of a second 
canal.”’ 

The speaker pointed out, however, 
that while the proposed canal route 
“looks easy when viewad from ‘the 
map,” it would be far more costly 
and difficult to construct than the 
Panama canal. Some estimates of the 
cost of a Nicaraguan canal run as 
high as $2,000,000,000 

“An honest*critic must admit that 
we have honestly tried to.benefit Nic- 
aragua at the same time that we have 
promoted our own strategic interests,” 
Denny said in conclusion, “The ma- 
rines will probably remain in Nic- 
aragua for years to come because, con- 
trary to the general impression, both 
the ‘ins’ and the ‘outs’ in the country | 
want them to remain. 

“The liberals, who are in power, 
want them because they constitute an 
insurance that they will not be thrown 
out of power by a revolution,; the con- 
servatives want them because they be 
lieve their presence will check the 
tendency of the party in power to op- 
press and exploit the ‘outs.’ ”

EKWANOK CUB | 
GOLF COURSE 


Vermont Offers Unus- 
ually Fine Test on Beau- 
tiful Links. 


By Walter Hagen, 
British Open Golf Champion. 


(Special Dispatch to The Constitution and 
the North American Newspaper Alliance.) 


Manchester, Vt., August 7. 
The oldest and best known of 
golf courses in this state is at 
the Ekwanok Country Club 
near this city. The links are 
laid.out in the mountains and 
lie in a valley under the shadow 


of Mount Equinox. 


This course bas long been famous 
for the excellence of its golf and the 
beauty of_its surroundings.. They tell 
the story here of a gentleman who on 
his first visit to Ekwanok was play- 
ing a round with Walter J. Travis. 
Mr. Travis, with his customary con- 
centration, devoted himself exclusives 
ly to the game. 

About the ninth hole the visitor 
could keep silent no longer and broke 
out with enthusiastic comments on 
the mountain scenery. Mr. Travis 
clamped his jaw a little tighter on 
his cigar and spoke just three words: 

“I’m playing golf.” 

However, either the golf’ or the 
scenery must have made a fine im<- 
pression on him for he has for many 
years been a regular visitor to Man- 
chester and two years ago laid out e@ 
new course north of Ekwanok. 

AMATEUR TOURNEY. 

Ekwanok attained its greatest 
prominence in 1914 when Francis 
Ouimet won the amateur champion- 
ship over the course. While this_is 
the only time a national tournamé@nt 
has been held here, Ekwanok yearly 
holds two very fine tournaments for 
the Orvis and Isham cups. The Isham 
cup is the older and more prominent 
tournament and some of the greatest 
names in American golf are engraved 
on the trophy. Fred Herreshoff, Wal- 
ter J. Travis and Max Marston have 
been among the winners, 


The Kkwanvok course is a fine test’ 


of golf over excellent fairways and 
superb greens. There is not a medio- 
ere hole in the whole eighteen. It is 
a course which demands the best of 
your game and one which you will 
never tire of playing. The eighteen 
holes are made up of two three-shot 
holes (one of these a truly terrific

“Such persons, however, are apt to 
overlook the fact that golf is in the 
process of evolution, which has not yet 
reached finality. Are golfers to suf- 
fer the reproach that they are too 
hidebound by tradition to consider 
any alterations that might possibly 
benefit the game?’ 

The actual size of the golf hole 
does ndt seem to be understood by the 
average golfer. lor example, per- 
haps not one in a thousand realizes 
the number of golf balls of the pres- 
ent size that it will bold. Several 
years ago Gus Schlitz, then golf in- 
structor at the Crescent § Athletic 
Club’s indoor golf school, by actual 
measurement showed that the hole 
will contain four golf balls without 
any of them touching. 

Theoretically four players might 
putt for the hole at ee instant 
and the four balls might. drop .nteo 
the cup simultaneously without touch- 
ing one another. Any hole as big us 
that might be considered large 
enough for all practical purposes. ln- 
deed, Jim Barnes, former United 
States and British open champion; 
contends that th ehole should be made 
smaller,

It was 
indicated at the commission that an 
application for amendment of license 
by the Niagara Falls Power Com- 
pany would be the next to be exam- 
ined by Mr. Russell, 

Any decision reached by Mr. Rus- 
sell or other officials of the commis- 
sion would be subject to the approval 
of the commission, which is composed 
of the secretaries of war, interior and 
agriculture.
